The pattern can be set immediately by

It seems that Sacramento is beginning 
to get the message from the voting booth 
finally. 

Another bottleneck to reasonable unifi- 
cation has been the requirement for equal- 
ity of tax base in unified districts if more 
than one is formed. 

Inequality of assessed value would exist

Key to character of city’s growth 


EDITOR’S NOTE: There is 
probably no group more instrue 
mental in determining the chare 
acter of this city than the Plane 
ning Commission, Although City 
Council has the final say so on 
a good many matters, the Plane 
ning Commission is a key body. 

What may or may not be dee 
veloped near your home, close 
to it for your convenience, is 
often determined by the Come 
mission, It can help the City 
develop into an orderly, please 
ant, convenient place, or it can 
let it become a hodge-podge. 

The Planning Commission 
can encourage the right kinds 
of development, or it can keep 
desirable businesses out of the 
City, letting them develop else- 
where, their benefits accrue to 
the neighboring cities. 

Because of the importance of 
the Planning Commission to 
every citizen, every business 
and professional person, we are 
reprinting below a summary of 
remarks by Simon Eisner, the 
City’s planning consultant, on

of subdivisions, etc, 

The fourth function “such 
other functions as the legise 
lative body may provide” cone 
stitutes the 99.4 percent of the 
working of the Commission.

Advice and Administration 

The Commissionperforms 
two roles, that of advisor to 
the legislative body recome 
legislation or 
amendments and also as ade 
ministrator of certain legal 
provisions and policies after 
they have been adopted by the 


governing body.

adoption and amendment of the 
General Plan, zoning changes, 
specific plans, subdivision ape 
provals and many other simi- 
lar matters which involve lege 
islative action.
